LET THERE BE NO TRICKS. 


During the last few days rumors on 


the street declare that -while the City 
Council will-heed the popular demand 
that the franchise be granted, that 
onerous restrictions and one or two 
"jokers" will be inserted In the ordi- 
nance granting the 
franchise, thus 


making it practically inoperative. 


It is said that the opposition to the 


new telephone company, realizing the 
!orce of the popular demand, will not 
.ry to defeat the proposed franchise by 
votes in the City Council, but will rely 
on several Ingeniously devised "riders" 
:n the way of amendments to the ordi- 
nance to accomplish the same purpose. 


The Councilmen in favor of granting 


the franchise state that they know of 
no such connivance on the part of 
their colleagues, and will not believe 
it until such a state of facts is actu- 
ally demonstrated. 


WHAT HAHN SAYS. 


Councilman Hahn, the only member 


Of the City Council who 
is 
openly 


against the new telephone company, 
states he is opposed to competition in 
the- telephone business, but is not op- 
posed to that principle being applied 
In other industries. 


"I think," he says," that the system 


of double telephones would be con- 
fusing." 


Councilmen Altken, Meese, Elliot 


and others who are in favor of the 
franchise J>elleve"that the operation of 
the Home Telephone Company in Los 
Angeles and other parts of Southern 
California refute the arguments that 
the double system entails any unusual 
Inconvenience. 


JUDGE NORTH'S VIEWS. 


Judge North, who is representing the 


Home Telephone Company before the 
.Council, is hopeful of obtaining the 
franchise without restrictions which 
would make the -operation of a tele- 
phone system-impossible. He said this 
morning: 


"I believe the Council will grant the 


franchise because It Is to the best In- 
terests of the olty of Oakland to do so. 
Our company which guarantees to in- 
vest a sum in excess of 1850,000 is the 
only one which oan .be the losar.

It is impossible to accurately guage 
the situation and the extent and seri- 
ousness of the crisis. Until today's 
events the majority of the conservative 
element seemed to be accepting the 
Portsmouth result. Now the aspect is 
changed. 


CITY REMAINS QUIET. 


TOKIO, Wednesday, Sept. 6, 8:30 p. 


m.—The city continues quiet 
Small 


crowds are assembled around Hibaya 
Park, but there Is no trouble. 


The office of the Kokumin newspa- 


per, 
continues to be besieged. 
The 


doors and windows are blockaded and 
lines of police enclose the entire block. 
Heavy police reserves are within call. 
A detachment of mounted gendarmes 
is stationed in front of the Foreign 
Office, prepared to meet emergencies 
in the disturbed district. About the 
fovernment buildings a military dis- 
play is not conspicuous. A few sen- 
tries are patrolling in front of the gov- 
ernment buildings and

The main.forces of the mili- 
tary remain concealed. It Is predicted 
that rioting will be resumed tonight 
under cover of darkness,

DESTROYED STATION. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6, 7 a. m.—The de-

THREATENING. 


The situation tonight is'threatening: 


Turbulent crowds fill the streets, and 
it Is feared much' damage to property 
is possible under the cover of dark- 
ness. All the police reserves are per- 
forming urgent duty, and heavy guard* 
are placed. The streets in the nelgk* 
borhood.of the Kokumin Shinbun at*. 
closed and two hundred police form a 
cordon around the vicinity. The de- 
struction of the Home Mission resi- 
dence was Intensely dramatic.

THE ATTACK. 


Throughout the day a series of dem- 


onstrations occurred in the neighbor- 
hood and late in the afternoon 
th«; 


mob attacked the building, swept th« 
police away, and battered down th» 
gates. 
The police and servants re- 


sisted stoutly, but the mob surged for- 
ward and entered, one of the' mob 


stroyed. The mobs generally prevent- 
ed damage to adjoining private prop- 
erty by dragging the police kiosks Into 
the middle of the streets before apply- 
ing the torch. 


Shortly after midnight another 
at- 


tempt was made against the Kokumin 
Shimbun offices, .but the police dis- 
persed the attackers, killing one of tffe 
the assailants.

The Idea of ^'obtaining by competltive«x- 
aminatlon the best educated men is es- 
sentially good, but It has been rendered 
entirely futile by the knowledge demand- 
ed. 


Hitherto the aspirant for honors was 


required to be proficient In the writing 
of Confucius and other classics, the abil- 
ity to compose essays in peculiar form 
constituting 
really a kind 
of literary 


jugglery. The learning so acquired was 
entirely useless 
for practical purposes, 


while the close study required to attain 
the necessary knowledge prevents atten- 
tion to other modern and more useful 
subjects. 
Moreover, the posts of honor 


always falling to the lot of successful 
candidates, and thus educated, discour- 
ages efforts, in the direction of western 
learning. In future, officers will be re-

sented a formal apology for the arrest 


of the French-Algerian citizen, Bouzain. 


and handed the minister the amour.t of 
the indemnity demanded for the impris- 
oned man, and also presented letters 
from the Morocco Ministry of Foreign 


Affairs, announcing that the Caid re- 
sponsible for Bouzaln's arrest had been 
removed. 


The French minister answered, ac- 


cepting the excuses and reparation given, 
and thereupon the preparations for th? 
departure of ths legation, preliminary to 
the enforcement of Franco's demands, 
were suspended. The Foreign Office here 
says the reparation la complete on all 
points and that the Incident Is closed, 
thus terminating the anticipated resort 
to coercion through the military and 
naval branches of the services.

machinery is wholly inadequate to the task imposed upon it. 


We have a Supreme Court, composed of a Chief Justice and sb 


Associate Justices. This judicial machine has always been in ar 
rears with its work, not because the judges were lazy or incompe 
tent, but because the number of cases presented for judicial deter 
mination was far in excess of the capacity of the court to hear and 
determine. 


The people of the State, by an amendment to the Constitution 


created three District Courts of Appeal, and made them courts o 
final resort in certain cases. We now have practically four Su 
preme Courts, comprising sixteen judges. As opinions are given 
by an individual judge, and heard and concurred in or dissentec 
from by his associates, we have practically sixteen judges writin 
opinions and decisions in cases on appeal. The equipment woulc 
appear to be adequate to the demands made upon it, and it woulc 
certainly be if each of the judges were in the vigor of life. 


If ,the judicial machinery now set in motion fails to accomplish 


the purpose aimed at it will be because men are elected or appoint- 
ed to positions on the District or Supreme bench who have passec 
the meridian of their intellectual energy. We may reasonably lool< 
for wisdom in clear-minded old age, but we cannot reasonably ex- 
pect the highest efficiency. 
Conscientiously discharged a judicia 


function is the very drudgery of intellectual labor. An individua 
may have the judicial experience and the profundity of learning anc 
yet possess but a minimum of capacity for labor. To perform a 
large amount of either intellectual or 
phjsical 
labor requires 


strength, and we do not associate strength with age. 


What is needed is men in the prime of life, or at least not be- 


yond the meridian of their intellectual or physical vigor. It is less 
than ten months to the nomination, and less than fourteen months 
to the election of nine judges. If the three 
District 
Appellate 


Courts are to accomplish what the people of the State intended 
by amending the Constitution, the nine judges selected should none 
of them be beyond fifty years of age. The efficiency of the judicial 
machinery is vastly more important than the personal consideration 
relating to the choice of judges. The candidate who 
is past 


seventy is interposing his personal ambition and his private interest 
to the prejudice of the public good. The man who at seventy is 
qualified to sit on the bench of an Appellate Court having final 
jurisdiction, should have acquired at least a modest competence, 
and therefore does not deserve to be pensioned with a salary simply 
because he finds it easier to sit on the bench than to practice law. 
The candidate who is disqualified by age or feebleness to practice 
his profession creditably is equally disqualified to sit on the bench. 
Sixteen judges should be equal to the task of deciding all cases on 
appeal within a reasonable time, and they will be equal to any 
emergency only if they have not passed the meridian of their powers 
and become enfeebled by age.

Gov-' 
ernment is becoming a universal "good thing." The Jeffersoniari 
doctrine that Governments govern too much is already obsolete., 
The prevalent idea is that the Government may be applied to for! 
expenditures wholly devoid of national significance, and possessing' 
distinctive local features only. 
'', 


The one argument relied upon to secure Government appro-! 


priations in the interest of private property is that when taxable' 
valves are created by Government expenditures of money, notwith- 
stahiling such expenditures inure to private benefit, the public is 
compensated 
If this argument is admissible there appears to be 


no reason why the Government should not make every citizen rich, 
upon the theory that the creation of values in property in private 
hands would augment the assessment roll and that such augmen- 
tation would compensate the public for the money expended. The 
fallacy of this argument is so apparent that it is very doubtful 
whethci it is ever honestly employed. Enfeebled intelligence may 
be deceived by the speciousness of the argument, but its employment

either intellectual limitations or moral turpitude. 


The current employment of this fallacy relates to the reclama- 


tion of a million acres of swamp and over-flowed lands for the 
benefit of the private owners of such lands at public expense and 
upon the theory of creating taxable property. 
It is proposed to 


expena $24,000,000, two-thirds of which is. to be paid by 1hc State 
and Federal Governments for the purpose of creating $100,000,0l.-0 
of value in property to be owned by private individuals. A better 
and bolder scheme than this, and one promising better results, is 
very easily conceived. There are two millions of acres of land in 
the Sacramento valley which under irrigation would be worth from 
$1UO to $150 per acre. On the basis of what has been accomplished 
by irrigation in other sections of the State the irrigation of two 
million acres of land in the Sacramento valley would invite and 
suppoit at once a population of at least 500,000 people. It will not 
cost $24,000,000 to place these two millions of acres of irrigable 
lap is under efficient irrigation, and when the irrigation system is 
completed the land will be worth two hundred or two hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars, and five hundred thousand inhabitants who 
uouhl very soon occupy it would possess at least $50,000,000 more 
of taxable personal property. 


But a still safer scheme for the investment of public money 


would relate to the construction of houses and buildings in the well- 
established and growing cities of the State at public expense. 
There 


is no more reason why the National and State Governments should 
expend moneys from their treasuries to create value in private prop- 
erty in the way of farms than there is in favor of building houses 
for individuals in cities. The owners of swamp lands possess no 
'divine right" to secure aid from the Government or the State to 
enhance the value of their lands from $2 50 to $100 an acre, and no 
;reater right than the individual citizen residing in the cities has to 
ask Federal and State contributions to the proportion of sixty-six 
ind two-thirds per cent to erect a $2,000,000 building for his private 
use on the theory that such expenditure brings into existence tax- 
able property. 
No reason can be assigned for the reclamation of 


wamp lands in private ownership that would not be equally appli- 
cable to the reclamation of the plains land of California from arid- 
ty at public expense. 


If the State and the general Government desire to create tax- 


nble property the sensible proceeding would be to condemn 
the 


wamp lands of California, take them at their present valuation, 
•eclaim them at a cost of $24,000,000, by this means bring into 
existence 
the 
$100,000,000 of 
values 
which 
are 
promised 


is a result of this reclamation and 1' 
'•ell the land, converting the 


proceeds into the publL treasuries, 
ereby admitting all ciitzens 


o an equal participation in the benefits arising out of such public 
expenditure. 


If this reclamation scheme had not been cunningly devised by 


he swamp-land owners of this State it would have possessed this 
eature at the outset. Any individual approaching this subject from 
he purely disinterested standpoint would have perceived the ab- 
urdity of the proposition to add value to private property by squan- 
dering public money, and would have proposed the absorption of 
he land to be reclaimed, in order that the public might enjoy the 
lenefit of the increment of value. But the scheme was conceived 
ly the large swamp-land owners who sought to avail themselves 
)f the current disposition to enlist the Government in every con- 
eivable private enterprise in order to secure the reclamation of 
heir lands at public expense. The argument relating to the restor- 
tion of the navigability of the rivers and the creation of taxable 
iroperty is merely a manifestation of plausible cunning on the part 


>f the promoters of this gigantic fraud.

The Tokio Riots 


' The dissatisfaction of the Japanese masses with the terms of 


the Treaty of Portsmouth has taken material form, as prophesied 
in these columns before the signing of the compact. Rioting has 
begun in Tokio, and while the authorities have thus far been able 
to prevent serious damage to property, the clashes between the 
police and the angry mob have resulted, as far as reported, in two 
deaths and more than five hundred casualties.

had led the way in the matter of weird entertainments. 


Astonishment began at the foot of the grand stair, which was guarded 


by sixty footmen bearing the arms of Talleyrand; for from the bottom one 
could, see at the top of the steps, beneath a cluster 'of electric lights, the 
Princess of Sagan audaciously, costumed a,s a peacock, entirely haloed about 
by great gold and silver plumes and algrets against a dark blue and old rose 
ground, all gleaming with precious stonea on her hair, her shoulders, her en- 
tire gown. As her guests arrived and bowed before her the bird of Juno 
spread, by the action of a concealed spring-, a grand peacock tail of many 
colors, which as it fell again formed about her a.cloud of sparkling stars. 


By. the side of the mistress of the house, assisting to receive the guests, 


was Monsieur de Buff on himself (Baron Sellllere), In the classic, garb of the 
castellan of Montbard—embroidered sleeves, frilled front and round curled 
wig. The solemn man was almost out of place in that astonishing zoologi- 
cal procession which filed past into the drawing rooms.

preparation of this monumental work. 
The collection will be placed in the 


University library, and it has 'bean sug- 
gested that it be known as the "James J. 
Hill Railway Library," although this and] 
other deails in regard to the disposition 
of the funds have not been settled owing 
to the fact that Professor Meyer is stili 
in Europe.
